The fund 
for roads outside Incorporated cit­ 
ies has been slashed approximately 
$ 44,000. 
Approximately half of this 
amount wa s cut from the third su ­ 
pervisorial district. 
Included 
in 
the 
reduction 
this 
year Is the $ 183,000 used during the 
fiscal year of 1930-31 for courthouse 
expansion. 
Funds over which the supervisors 
have control and were unable to 
reduce are those of the county w el­ 
fare department, which la carrying 
an extra burden, due to the unem ­ 
ployment situa tion and the county 
hospital, where a alight increase 
was necessary. 
The school budget was another 
exception. The exa ct flgurct, of this 
budget were unavailable today but 
the Indications were that It will be 
increased to such an extent that 
the tax rate will have a 12 1-8 
cent increase. 
Out of the decreased road funds 
the county will help to reduce the 
tax rate in incorporated cities to 
the extent of $ 114,000 set Hside for 
Improvement work in these cities. 
This amount is available from the 
ga soline ta x and auto license fees 
turned over to the county by the 
state. 
Lust year the general road fund 
totalled 
$ 765,339 
and 
the county 
good roads fund wa s $ 276,460 m a k­ 
ing a total of $ 1,041,799. 
A ctivities of the county planning 
commission have been reduced to 
effect a saving of $ 4000 and an 
additional sa ving of $ 4000 was ef­ 
fected in fire prevention work. 
The county a dvertising fund was 
reduced $ 15,500 under la st yea r’s 
figure which was $ 46,100. 
Another 
cut wa s made In the amount a p ­ 
propriated for county parks. 
Last 
year $ 49,980 was set aside for this 
fund 
this year the appropriation 
was cut approximately $ 18,000 lea v­ 
ing $ 31,980 to be appropriated for 
park work.

This tremendo u s statement o f Tru th was 
g iv en by Jeho v ah Go d o f the Old Testament, 
to Amo s, His Pro phet. 
Amo s ex ercised his 
ministry du ring the reig n o f Jero bo am II, an 
able, bu t ido latro u s king , who bro u g ht his 
king do m to the zenith o f its po wer. 
No thing 
co u ld seem mo re impro bable than the fu l­ 
fillment o f Amo s’ warning s: y et within fifty 
y ears the king do m was u tterly destro y ed. 


Amo s o rig inally was a shepherd and dresser 
o f sy camo re trees who was called by Go d’s 
Spirit to be a pro phet, altho u g h no t trained 
in any o f the reg u lar pro phetic scho o ls. 
He 
said to himself, “ I was no pro phet, neither 
was I a pro phet’s so n; bu t I was a herdsman, 
and a g atherer o f sy camo re fru it; and the 
Lo rd to o k me as I fo llo wed the flo ck, and the 
Lo rd said u nto me, “Go pro phesy u nto My 
peo ple o f Israel.” 


Israel, at this time, was at the heig ht o f 
po wer, wealth and secu rity , bu t infected by 
the crimes to which such a state leads, so o ner 
o r later. 
Amo s pro phesied the ju dg ments o f 
Go d u po n the su rro u nding natio ns and upo n 
Israel itself; and in particu lar, the destru ctio n 
o f the ho u se o f Jero bo am by the swo rd and 
the captiv ity o f the peo ple. 


While it is tru e that Amo s was a pro phet 
o f the Old iestament. and the warning s which 
Jeho v ah g av e thro u g h him were primarily to 
Israel, y et it is ju st as tru e that the warning s 
and ex ho rtatio ns are ju st as applicable to the 
peo ple o f the present day . Certainly the Tru th 
o f the tex t “Prepare to meet thy Go d“ needs 
to be so u nded fo rth in no u ncertain terms in 
this day , when so many are preparing fo r 
ev ery thing else bu t fo r eternity ; which is, 
witho u t any qu estio n, the mo st impo rtant prep­ 
aratio n a perso n can make in this life. 


One has o nly to lo o k abo u t o n the affairs 
o f life in g eneral, to kno w that there is to ­ 
day a g reat indifference to spiritu al thing s. 
If it is tru e, and the Wo rd o f Go d plainly 
declares it is, that o ne must liv e fo r Christ in 
this life if he is to liv e with Christ in the 
life hereafter, then preparatio n needs to be 
made. 
In o ther wo rds: Go d demands a pre­ 
pared peo ple fo r a prepared place.

and the preparatio n needed must be made in 
time, fo r eternity . 
So me may lig htly co n­ 
sider o r ev en refu se to co nsider this mo men­ 
to us qu estio n. 
So me may do u bt the ex istence 
and au tho rity o f Go d. 
So me may disbeliev e 
o r sco rn the tho u g ht o r po ssibility o f hav ing 
to meet Go d face to face, “ to g iv e an acco unt 
o f the deeds do ne in the bo dy ,” bu t Go d’s 
wo rd so declares, and It standeth sure. 


The first tru th the tex t teaches is that Go d 
it a Rea l Peno n. No te Gen. I : I “ In the be­ 
g inning Go d.” 
This is the rig ht starting po int 
fo r a man’s faith. 
Fo rg et Go d and there is 
disaster ahead. 
Build y o u r plans witho u t Go d 
and the sto rms will o v ertake y o u. 
Try to 
bu ild character witho u t Go d and defeat is 
certain. 
He was the Creato r, He will be the 
Ru ler o f the natio ns. 
We beho ld Him as the 
Father o f the Lo rd Jesu s Christ; and Jesus 
was Go d manifest in the flesh (Jo hn 1:1 ). 
Go d cries o u t thro u g h the life o f His So n, to 
a wicked g eneratio n, “Prepare to meet thy 
Go d.” 
Prepare to meet Him becau se He is 
Go d. 
“The v ery heav ens declare the g lo ry 
o f Go d.” 


The seco nd tru th abo u t the tex t to no tice 
is: “That all Must Meet Go d.” 
No amo unt 
o f co ntrary belief o r u nbelief; no amo u nt o f 
theo rizing o r philo so phizing ; no amo u nt o f 
o bjectio n o r pro testatio n can ev er chang e this 
fact. 
"It is appo inted u nto men o nce to die, 
bu t after this the ju dg ment.” 
"So then ev ery ­ 
o ne o f us shall g iv e acco u nt o f himself to 
Go d.” 
It is o ne o f the u nalterable and eter­ 
nal fix ed decrees o f an u nchang ing and u n­ 
chang eable Go d that all must meet Him. 


The third tru th in the Tex t is that “If the 
Meeting is to be a Fav o rable, Happy One, a 
Preparatio n Must be Made.” The meeting will 
be o ne o f jo y o r g rief; o ne o f blessedness 
o r ang u ish; o ne o f triu mph o r defeat; o ne 
o f Salv atio n o r Co ndemnatio n. 


There is a desire in the human heart to 
meet Go d in peace, bu t there is abso lu tely no 
ho pe fo r the so ul who fails in the requ ired 
preparatio n. 
In matters intellectual, phy sical 
and financial, a preparatio n is made fo r life; 
y et in the mo st essential matter o f all, that

It Is past history, for the 
Am erican Black Chamber haa been 
destroy ed. 
Ita m ethods wera unethical, but It 
sinned In company with *11 other 
large nations. 
The business of the 
Black Cham ber was to supply the 
sta te dep artm ent with w ha tev er In­ 
form ation it could 
obtain reg arding 
foreign countries. 
Lertter* were in ­ 
tercep ted and opened 
by the g ood 
old method of holding 
them ov er a 
spotit of steam .

"I had Just begun the task of 
m apping out a course of instruc­ 
tion on the solution of codes and 
cip hers when my plans w» re upset 
hy a m em orandum from the a ssist­ 
a nt secretary of state to the chief 
of m ilitary intelligence.

of a cablegram sent from London, 
setting forth tha t th* B ritish gov­ 
ernm ent considered the w ar d ep art­ 
m ent m ethod of coding cablegram s 
entirely unsafe and a serious m en­ 
ace to secrecy .

The avocado tree is a heavy feeder 
and, although It doe» not have a 
particularly deep rooting habit, it 
doe* respond to a generous depth 
of soil w here the root* will not be 
handicapped by shallow restriction.

‘According to the figures of the last decen-1 
nlal cen su s, Great Britain has a population of 
; 44 ,7 9 0.48 5, somewhat of an increase over the 
; p recedin g* cen su s, hut the smallest increase since! 
, 18 01. 
Births have fallen off over 
16 per cent, 
j hu t deaths nre half a million fewer than any 
79 200 previous decen n lu m. Next to Belgium, Great 
j Britain has the densest population in Europe— 
¡6 8 5 to the square mile. 
One of England’s economists said at one j 
time that 50 ,000,000 people was all that the 
British Isles could well provide for. 
And con­ 
sidering the large numbers unemploy ed since 
the close of the war, it would seem that a de­ 
crease in the population would he rather wel­ 
come. 
Yet there are those who are troubled, 
by the decrease in the birthrate. 
I hey believe 
that a decrease in the birthrate means national 
decadence. 
The future of a country , it is main­ 
tained. depends upon the infusion of new blood; 
and where a decrease of the birthrate is offset 
by fewer deaths there is a danger of old blood

Happily , however, this uninviting picture is 
offset by many , many instances in which men and 
women, as husband and wife, make the struggle 
together and are unswervingly loy al, each to the 
other, come success or come failure.
